In the Name of Allaah, the Most Gracious, 
the Most Merciful 

All praise is due to Allaah, so we praise Him, seek His 
help and His forgiveness. We seek refuge with Allaah 
from the evils of our souls and wrongdoings of our 
actions. Whoever Allaah guides there is none who can 
lead him astray and whoever He misguides there is none 
who can guide him aright. I testify that there is none 
worthy of worship except Allaah alone. Who has no 
partner, and 1 testify that Muhammad is His Servant and 
Messenger. May Allaah send prayers of blessings and 
peace upon him, his family, his companions and whoever 
follows them in righteousness until the Day of 
Judgement. To proceed: 

From the best behavior of man, and the best thing that 
his tongue can say, is the abundant remembrance of 
Allaah, glorifying Him, praising Him, and reciting His 
Magnificent Book (the Qur'aan). Also from these 
virtuous deeds is the sending of blessings and peace 
upon Allaah's Messenger, Muhammad % and making an 
abundance of supplications (Du'aa') to Allaah, asking 
Him for all of one's needs in this life and in the hereafter.

And glorify His Praises morning and 
afternoon [the early morning (Fajr) and afternoon (' Asr ) 
prayers]. He it is Who sends Salaah (His Blessings) on 
you, and His angels too (ask Allaah to bless and forgive 
you), that He may bring you out from darkness (of 
disbelief and polytheism) into light (of Belief and 
Islaamic Monotheism). And He is Ever Most Merciful to 
the believers." (33:41-43)
